Genocal Doolittle was the subject of a Special Inquiry conducted 
by the Bureau in July, 1954> the: White House; Doolittle was born 
December 3i|.> I 896 . He has received degrees at the Uiiiv.ersity of 
Califojmia and the Massachusetts Institute of Tectooiogy. P^m 
1930 to 1940 he was onployed by Shell Petroleum Company. Prom 194® 
to 1946 he was in the Army Air Cor^ps, which Service he left as a 
Lt. General. Since 1946 he has served as a Vice-President for the 
Shell Union Company and has'been a Consultant with the Air Force. He 
has received numerous decorations, including the Congressional Medal 
of Honor. The files do not contain any derogatory information 
concerning him. As you know. Doolittle is considered to be one of 
the world’s outstanding aviation authorities. His career during World 
War II was highlighted by the sensational air raid over Tokyo.

"Who is this Allen Dulles?" the pro-

By that time Allen had received his 
eduction, and was on ^ way to a 
career in intelligence. After attending 
the Ecole Alsacietme in'Paris, he had 
gone to Princeton, where he received 
his B JV. degree with a Phi Beta Kappa 
key in 1914, He traveled in the Far 
East, teaching one term for $500 at a 
missionary school in Allahabad, India, 
before returning to Princeton for his 
M.A. 

Dulles decided to follow his jprand^ 
father and uncle in diplomacy. His first 
Foreign Service post was Vienna. Dis¬ 
sident Austrian forces were attempting 
to upset their country,'s entente with 
Germany, and Dulles' assignment was 
to make contact with the antigovem- 
ment leaders. But when war broke out 
with Austria on the German side, the 
young diplomat was transferred to 
Switzerland to gather political intelli¬ 
gence from ^uUieastern Europe. 

There, Dulles learned a lesson he has 
not forgotten. He was invited to meet 
a pecuUar-lookmg jouma^t, a man 
with ^a spade beard whose unconven-, 
tional political beliefs were'becomhig 
-.thesu bi^ ^ of talk and derision. D^e s 
declihed^^vTrobf Hjissupenors, ^ho 
said that he would;be wasting his time.. 
He discovered too late that the "ch^i- 
acter" wasiNikolai I<enin, who was off 
to Russia by then for the revolution. 
Dulles has bad a general rule ever since 
of seeing as'many as possible of those 
who ask to see him.

quarters, and the director moves from 
one to another in the manner of a busy 
dentist.

After Switzerland, assignments took 
Dulles to Pam, Berlin and Constanti¬ 
nople, and back to Washington, where 
he became chief of the State Depart¬ 
ment's Division of Near Eastern Aifaizs 
at the age of twenty-nine. Busy as ho 
was in that post, ho was a.del^ate to 
the Arms Traffic and Preparatory 
Disa rm a m ent conferences in Geneva, 
and managed, by attending night law 
classes at Geo^e Washington Univei^ 
sity, to earn his LL.B. de^^ in.I926. 

The same year the StateDepartment 
offered young Dulles the post of coun¬ 
selor to the American lection in Pei¬ 
ping, a promotion in rank, but providing 
for no raise in his $8000-a-year salary, 
despite the increased entertainment ex¬ 
penditures entailed. Dulles submitted 
his resignation from the Foreign Serv¬ 
ice. He had a family now. Besides, ho 
remembered the counsel of his uncle, 
Robert Lansing, "Don't make China 
your forte. That problem will not be 
solved in your lifetime.” 

In private life for the first time, 
Dulles joined the New Yotk interna?, 
tional-law firm of Sullivan and Crom¬ 
well, where John Foster Dulles had be¬ 
come a partner. The younger Dulles I 
not only topped his Government sala^'J 
but he broadened his activities in world 
affairs. He was legal adviser to 
American delegations to the Thre^ 
Power Naval Conference in 1927, ^dj 
to the Geneva Disarxhament Conference ’ 
of 1932 and 1933. He became a direo-' 
tor, and then president, of the Counc^’ 
of Foreign Relation!^

built in 1815. Its'tall, vine-covered 
umns front on Wisconsin Avenue,' one 
of the capital’s busiest streets, but Hie 
stone bouse is hidden from public view, 
by tall trees and massive shrubs.
